H e le n a (Mont.), July 11th.—In the Con­ 
vention to-day Conrad Cboteau introduced 
a resolution that there shall be no more 
new counties established unless the assessed 
valuation within the limits or boundaries 
shall be three million dollars or more. 
Eaton introduced a complusory educa­ 
tion resolution, also a resolution for the 
prohibition of the employment of children 
under fourteen in the mines or manufactor­ 
ies. 
Burns of Lewis introduced a resolution 
that the irrigation subject is of paramount 
importance to Montana and deserves the 
serious consideration of the Convention. 
By Joy of Park, a resolution was intro­ 
duced that no corporation shall employ in 
any capacity, Chinese or Mongolian labor, 
and that no Chinese shall be employed on 
any public work. 
M aginnis of C larke introduced a resolu­ 
tion reciting th e fact th at Congress usually 
granted sw am p lands to new States, and as 
there was no such land in M ontana, re ­ 
questing Congress to cede th e State a cor­ 
responding am ount of labor for the purpose 
of defraying th e expenses of irrigation and 
th e construction of reservoirs. 
T he Con­ 
vention adjourned u n til M onday.

The 
case came before him on an appeal by a 
pension agent from the action of the Com­ 
missioner of Pensions, who had reduced 
the fee which the egent claimed, under 
special contract with the claimant, from $25 
to $8. 
The reason given for this action by the 
Commissioner was that $8 was an equitable 
am ount as a fee. taking into consideration 
the am ount of the money, $80, received on 
the certificate. 
General Bussey decided 
that while the law fixed the am ount of the 
pension fee at $10, and not exceeding $25, 
where a special contract was made the 
Commissioner of Pensions has no right to 
interfere, unless fraud is shown on the 
part of the attorney, or the fee is not within 
the lim its fixed by law. 
He, therefore, decides that the attorney 
should be allowed his fee, but he adds that 
the Department will refuse to reopen cases 
of this kind decided during the last A dm in­ 
istration.

THE THREAT OF THE CANADIAN ROAD. 


President Sm ith, of 
the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, says that last year 
the firm of w hich he is a member shipped 
to the Orient 
by the Canadian 
Pacific 
R ailw ay over $2,000,000 worth of cotton 
goods. 
H e estim ates that of such oriental 
traffic the Canadian line last year carried 
over ninety per cent. 
This is a startling 
fact, and 
is alone sufficient to occasion 
among thoughtful Americans a great deal 
of uneasiness. 
The question is whether 
Am ericans w ill consent to see their own 
roads robbed of what is their legitim ate 
business in order to foster the aggressive­ 
ness of a foreign corporation that has 
aptly been termed “T he British (Govern­ 
m ent on wheels.” 
T he Albany Journal of 
a recent date, considering the threat that 
this Canadian road is to American trans­ 
portation interests, sa y s: 
This powerful Canadiau rival ol our Pacific 
lints is constantly increasing its grasping power 
and finding new feeders for its treasury. Its 
gross earnings last year, the second year of its 
operation of the whole line, were 813,195,535, 
and Us operating expenses 89,314,760; and the 
result shows a surplus over fixed interest charges 
of 8326,123. The load is in a fair way to increase 
this irom both financial eolnmns: first, by in­ 
creasing its business from the States, and "sec­ 
ondly, by the Act obtained by the company 
at the last session of Parliament, providing for 
the conversion of existing obligations into per­ 
petual debenture 1 per cent. stock, by which a 
good annual reduction of interest will be ef­ 
fected. 
Of the original Government grant of 
25.000.000 acres, the company holds m arly 
15.000.000 still unsold, and has acquired through 
the purchase of the Manitoba Southern road 
1,3 '0,000 acres more, valued at 8-1 54 per acre, 
and on which there is a lieu due the Govern­ 
ment of Manitoba of $884,873. 1 he question of 
laud sales will largely effect the value of the 
road; ana the estimate of the Montieal Gazette, 
which is, of course, a friend to the Canadian 
Pacific, is that these lands are worth no less than 
855.000.000. ft is worth while to notice the local 
feeders that this road is acquiring in order to 
secure a maintenance from our Territory. The 
connections at the Fault Ste. Marie, of “Soo.” 
with the roads from Minneapolis and Duluth 
were completed this spring; and the completion 
of the Short Line to the maritime provinces 
will be eiTected within two mouths. Aside 
trorn the Detroit extension, “a branch is build­ 
ing in British Columbia, the link in a chain of 
railway connections along tlie Pacific Coast 
from the Canadian Pacific to the Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia.” President Vati Horue iu his recent 
report says that few connections aie now neces­ 
sary to complete the system, the ‘ most im­ 
portant being between Toronto and Hamilton, 
Hamilton and Niagara Falls, and Hamilton and 
Woodstock. AU these lines are now ia comtem- 
plation and have received subsidies from the 
Dominion Parliam ent.” Also, there is In con­ 
templation the construction of a line to Dundee 
to connect with the Rome, Watertown and Og- 
densburg Railway. 


In its decision in the Grand Trunk 
R ailw ay ease, where the road contended 
that the interstate Core tuerce Commission 
had nothing to do with 
rates on goods 
shipped from the U nited States to points 


in Canada, the Comm'ddon said that to 
adm it that would divert from American 
to foreign lines most o f the export and 


im port business with Canada. 
That is 
true, 
but how much L ib re dangerous to 
Am erican transcontinental 
lines of rail­ 
way is the contention of Jhe New England 
end of the country, that it lqas the right to 
ship from an American jku.it to an Amer­

Britain, 
no American r<>ad can possibly 
com pete for through tiiffic. 
The result 
m ust be, if such com petís on is conserved, 
to saddle upon 
local trlific 
the cost of 
m aintaining the trans-cx4tinental 
roads, 
w hich in effect would m ite the people o f 
the U nited States pay a lfcavy tax for the 
support of a foreign railway. 


M r. W ill ia m W a lter P u e i.ps has done 
him self credit and proved that he is a man 
of sense in refusing to be banqueted and 
honored on account of his services as a 
Samoan 
Commissioner, unless 
his col­ 
leagues in the Commission 
are included, 
and as they are still in Europe, and there­ 
fore cannot be entertained, he declines to 
permit any soft soap to be poured over 
him . 
Even if the Commissioners were all 
here it would be of doubtful propriety to 
make public demonstration over them. 
They have done their duty, presumably, 
and their reward is in the sense of that 
performance, and 
the 
acknowledgment 
Congress w ill make, should it approve 
their action, and, until it does, it is well 
to make no public demonstration. 


Som e local agitation is commanding at­ 
tention relative to the modification of the 
franchise of the new street railway com­ 
pany. 
The company was chartered to op­ 
erate its cars by electrical motors from 
storage batteries. 
Since then experience 
has demonstrated that this method of pro­ 
pulsion in the present developm ent of 
electrical science cannot l>e econom ically 
em ployed, and that capital, ever wary of 
risks, will not invest in 
it. 
T he railway 
com pany in question has asked permission 
to substitute horses for electrical motors, 
until such tim e as the storage battery sys­ 
tem is brought to economic perfection, and 
it shows that unless this is granted it can­ 
not operate its lines in a manner to meet 
the demands of the public for transporta­ 
tion. 
It also asks for certain extensions, 
conceded to be reasonable and for public 
convenience, by which its m ileage will be 
sligh tly increased. 
Under the original projection of the 
road, subscriptions from property owners 
along the line were solicited, and the ag­ 
gregate of these subscriptions is only about 
one-tenth the cost of the road. 
There now 
come before the 
Board of Trustees sub­ 
scribers representing about one-fourth the 
subseritied sum, and protest against the 
gruui of the. privileges asked for. In other 
words they insist that electrical motors 
shall be used, whether or no. 
It is nom­ 
inated in the bond, they exclaim , and we 
w ill 
have the pound of flesh. 
In plain 
E nglish, that is the long and short of the 
m atter. 
But with all due respect to these 
citizens, and 
whose sincerity we are not 
disjKised to question, we submit that they 
are pursuing a policy detrim ental to the 
best interests of the city; that they are 
m aking a mistake which they w ill regret 
if they are successful. -If they are assured 
that their subscriptions are not payable 
until the road is operated by electricity, 
and 
they believe 
that 
the 
road 
is 
not beneficial 
to the city if the cars 
are 
drawn 
bv 
horses; 
and 
if 
they 
feel that 
they 
are 
not 
m orally or 
legally bound to meet their subscriptions, 
all they have to do is to refuse to pay if 
demand is made upom them. 
Certainly 
th ey have no better standing before the 
Trustees of the city than any other citizen 
of the m nnicipality. 
S. i far as the Trustees are concerned, they 
have neither legal nor moral right to con­ 
sider the issue between the subscribers and 
the road. 
If the latter does not keep its 
contract, the subscribers have their remedy 


in the Courts— either affirmatively to com­ 
pel performance or defensively if sued for 
their subscriptions. 
T hey certainly have 


no right to use the m unicipal legislature 
as a means of enforcing claim s against the 
com pany. 
The Trustees w ill lie guilty of 
a serious breach of duty if they act in 
th is m atter with the contract between the 


com pany 
and 
its subscribers at all in 
view . 
T he sim ple and only question for 
them to consider is. W hat is liest for the 


whole people ? 
They have only to con­ 
sider these propositions: 
Is the road a 
public benefit, and is its operation by elec­ 
tricity econom ically possible? 
If not ]>os- 
sihle, will ihe public interest be conserved 
by perm itting the cars to lie propelled by 
horse-jKiwer, as the cars o f other com­ 
panies in the city are propelled? 
W ill it 
tend to conserve the public interest t> 
force the company into bankruptcy? W ill 
the city as a whole be lienolited or injured 
by the operation o f the road with horses? 
Did the projectors of the road in good 
faith believe, a-t did the scientists here and 
everywhere, that an economic storage- 
batterv had been invented, and are they 
blameworthy for the failure o f the inven­ 
tion to keep up to the level of its promise? 
T he truth is, and this fact every citizen 
knows, that the laying and operation of 
the road has been a great benefit and a 
convenience to the jieople: that the com­ 
pany has put on neat cars, run them with 
satisfaction to the public, and that the line 
is a general good. 
To drive such a road 
out of operation, or to a driveling and in­ 
adequate service just sufficient to hold its 
franchise, will benefit no one, but on the 
contrary w ill do infinite injury to the 
town, and the reasons are so patent that it 
is wholly unnecessary to recapitulate them. 
T h e extensions asked are not openly op­ 
posed; if, however, behind the present 
contention there is intention to prevent 
th e extension in the interest of eomjieti- 
tiv e lines, then a grave mistake is made. 
T h e new line is really a lienefil to existing 
on es; 
two lines reaching Agricultural 
Park w ill augment travel to the Park 
w ithout depriving any existing line of 
patronage. 
Experience has demonstrated 
that, w th the increase of the facilities for 
travel, travel is stim ulated, so long as the 
increase is not disproportionate to the po| - 


ulation. 
As a matter of fact, two lines to 
th e East End will prove beneficial to both. 
T he R e c o k iv U n io n cannot lie charged 
w ith 
bias in this matter, since it has 
heretofore manifested and still entertains 
friendliness to the old lines, because they i 
are in the drift of public enterprise, tend ;

T he double brick walls m ake 
the building cool d u rin g th e heated period, 
and dry in dam p w eather. 
T he room s are 
large, airy and w ell ventilated. 
T he B oard of T rustees have been fortu­ 
nate in securing as m em bers of th e F aculty 
teachers w ho are prom inent public and 
norm al school w orkers. 
T he library and laboratory will be fitted 
up to m eet all th e requirem ents of practical 
w ork. 
T he curriculum , adopted at a jo in t m eet­ 
ing of th e 
N orm al 
School B oards of 
th e State, em braces a regular course of 
three years and a post-graduate course of 
one year. 
In both courses especial atten ­ 
tion w ill be given to the m ethods o f teach­ 
ing, th e science an d history of pedagogy 
and psychology.

F o r adm ission to th e ju n io r class th e 
follow ing qualifications are re q u isite : 1. 
Age, 16 years. 
2. A valid certificate, State 
or county, o f any grade, or a diplom a o f 
graduation from som e county g ram m ar or 
public high school in the State. 
3. A ppli­ 
cants m ay also be adm itted on exam ina­ 
tion. 
T hey m u st present certificates of 
good m oral character and pass an ex am in a­ 
tion in spelling, reading, geography, a rith ­ 
m etic and gram m ar. 
They m ust be able to spell correctly m ost 
of th e w ords in th e C alifornia State Speller, 
to read w ith ease and intelligence an d to 
w rite legibly. 
In lauguage, th ey m ust be able to analyze 
sentences; give the office, construction, and 
classification of th e parts of speech; to 
properly use capital letters and the m arks 
o f punctuation; an d to speak an d w rite 
good E nglish. 
In geography, th ey m ust have a definite 
know ledge of the physical features of th e 
globe and its political divisions; also an in ­ 
telligent idea of th e anim al, vegetable and 
m ineral productions of each continent, and 
th e industries of its people. 
In m athem atics, they m ust understand 
and be able to apply readily all of the p rin ­ 
ciples of arithm etic. 
P upils w ill be adm itied to th e m iddle 
year only after passing a rigid exam ination 
in th e w ork of th e ju n io r year. 
M uch in stiu ctio n will be given d arin g 
the ju n io r year in m ethods of leaching the 
several subjects pursued, and experience 
has show ed th at those w ho take this w ork 
in our norm al schools m ake th e best teach­ 
ers. 
T he object of the school is distinctively 
to train students for the w ork of teaching 
in the public schools of the State. 
A pplicants for adm ission will, therefore, 
be required to m ake and sign the follow ing 
declaration: 
“ 1 hereby declare th a t m y 
purpose in entering the school is to fit m y ­ 
self for teaching, and th at I intend to teach 
in th e public schools of th e State of Cali­ 
fo rn ia.'’

T here was one th in g I had to 
consider m ore terrible th an a bovcott, and 
th at was th at I had gone back on union 
principles and I w ould not be able to get 
anyone to play lor m e. 
My band w ould 
break up, and in m y old age I w ould have 
to start ail over again. 
I saw all m y w ork 
vanishing, and 1 th o u g h t it was due to m y 
invalid wife not to parade. 
I w ould have 
turned out w ith a m usket if they w ould let 
m e.”

2. As there will be no tim e to m ake up 
back studies, do not be anxious to enter 
advanced classes. 
F our fifths of the teach- 
eri of th e State labor in prim ary grad es; 
therefore, if an y th in g m ust be left undone, 
do not let it be th e training in the ele­ 
m entary w ork of th e ju n io r year. 
3. O btain a letter from your C ounty Su­ 
perintendent, if possible, nom inating" you 
for th e position. 
T his w ill be all the "rec­ 
om m endation you require. 
4. B ring w ith you, as useful for study or 
reference, all th e text-books you have. 
5. A ll pupils entering the N orm al School 
should com e w ith the sole purpose of p re ­ 
paring for th e profession of teaching, and 
should evince a constunt w illingness to 
com ply w ith all requirem ents tending to 
this end. 
T hose w ho are n ot actuated by 
this purpose, or do not feel a w illingness to 
work and a determ ination to excel, should 
seek an education elsew here. 
W e earnestly request the County Super­ 
intendents and friends of educatio’n in the 
n orthern part of the State to help us in 
building up this school. If a lively interest 
is taken in i t ; if those w ho wish to m ake 
good teachers of them selves w ill enter some 
one of its departm ents, it will soon have a 
m arked influence on the character of the 
public schools of our part ot the State. 
T eachers w ho have a vacation of a few 
weeks or m onths will be welcome to enter 
any of the classes, eith er to observe the 
work or to pursue special subjects.

T he Torres M ining and M illing 
C om pany w ill start its ten stam p m ill on 
M onday next. 
It wiil crush th e ore of th e 
com pany’s ow n leads, an d w ill also do cus­ 
tom w ork for o th er people. 
T he A lam o M ining and M illing Com ­ 
pany have a tw enty-stam p H u n tin g to n m ill 
on its w ay here from San Francisco, and 
M r. S utherland, th e Intern atio n al Com ­ 
pan y ’s engineer, w ent to San Francisco last 
S aturday w ith carte blanche front th e com ­ 
pany to purchase any k in d of a m ill he 
saw fit w ith w hich to re«iuce the ores of 
the com pany’s m ines, and also do custom 
w ork.

THE LOCAL RAILWAY MUDDLE. 
Some local agitation is commanding at­ 
tention relative to the modification of the 
franchise of the new street railway com­ 
pany. The company was chartered to op­ 
erate its cars by electrical motors from 
storage batteries. Since then experience 
has demonstrated that this method of pro­ 
pulsion in the present development of 
electrical science cannot he economically 
employed, ami that capital, ever wary of 
risks, will not invest in it. The railway 
company in ipiestion has asked permission 
to substitute horses for electrical motors, 
until such time as the storage battery sys­ 
tem is brought to economic perfection, and 
it shows that unless this is granted it can­ 
not operate its lines in a manner to meet 
the demands of the public for transporta­ 
tion. It also asks for certain extensions, 
conceded to be reasonable and for public 
convenience, hv which its mileage will be 
slightly increased. 
Under the original projection of the 
road, subscriptions from property owners 
along the line were solicited, and the ag­ 
gregate of these subscriptions is only about 
one-tenth the cost of the road. There now 
come before the Board of Trustees sub­ 
scribers representing about one-fourtli the 
subscribed sum, and protest against the 
grant of the privileges asked for. In other 
words they insist that electrical motors 
shall be used, whether or no. It is nom­ 
inated in the bond, they exclaim, and we 
will have the pound of flesh. In plain 
English, that is the long and short of the 
matter. But with all due respect to these 
citizens, and whose sincerity we are not 
disposed to question, we submit that they 
are pursuing a policy detrimental to the 
best interests of the city; that they are 
making a mistake which they will regret 
if they are successful. -If they are assured 
that their s’ToscTiptious are not payable 
until the road is operated by electricity, 
and they believe that the road is 
not beneficial to the city if the cars 
are drawn by horses; and 
if they 
feel that 
they 
are not 
morally or 
legally bound to meet their subscriptions, 
all they have to do is to refuse to pay if 
demand is made upoin them. Certainly 
they have no better standing before the 
Trustees of the city than any other citizen 
of the municipality. 
So far as the 1 rustees are concerned, they 
have neither legal nor moral right to con­ 
sider the issue between the subscribers and 
the road. If the latter does not keep its 
contract, the subscribers have their remedy 
in the Courts—either affirmatively to com­ 
pel performance or defensively if sued for 
their subscriptions. They certainly have 
no right to use the municipal legislature 
as a means of enforcing claims against the 
company. The Trustees will lie guilty of 
a Serious breach of duty if they act in 
this matter with the contract between the 
company and iLs subscribers at all in 
view. The simple and only question for 
them to consider is, W hat is best for the 
whole people? They have only to con­ 
sider these propositions: Is the road a 
public benefit, and is its operation by elec­ 
tricity economically possible? If not pos­ 
sible, will ibe public interest be conserved 
by permitting the cars to lie propelled by 
horse-power, as the cars of other com­ 
panies in the city are propelled? Will it 
tend to conserve the public interest t> 
force the company into bankruptcy ? Will 
the city as a whole be benefited or injured 
by the operation of the road with horses? 
Did the projectors of the road in good 
faith helieve, as did the scientists here and 
everywhere, that an economic storage- 
battery had been invented, and are they 
blameworthy for the failure of the inven­ 
tion to keep up to the level of its promise? 
The truth is, and this fact every citizen 
knows, that the laying and operation of 
the road has been a great lienefit and a 
conveniente to tite jieople: that the com­ 
pany has put on neat cars, run them with 
satisfaction to the public, and that the line 
is a general good. To drive such a road 
out of operation, or to a driveling and in­ 
adequate service just sufficient to hold its 
franchise, will lienefit no one, but on the 
contrary will do infinite injurv to the 
town, anil the reasons are so patent that it 
is wholly unnecessary to recapitulate them. 
The extensions asked are not openlv op­ 
posed; if, however, behind the present 
contention there is intention to prevent 
the extension in the interest of conqieti- 
tive lines, then a grave mistake is made. 
The new line is really a lienefit to existing 
ones; two lines reaching Agricultural 
Park will augment travel to the l’ark 
without depriving any existing line of 
patronage. Experience has demonstrated 
that, w th the increase of the facilities for 
travel, travel is stimulated, so long as the 
increase is not disproportionate to the pop­ 
ulation. As a matter of fact, two lines to 
the East End will prove beneficial to both. 
The R ecobd-Uniok cannot lie charged 
with bias in this matter, since it has 
heretofore manifested and still entertains 
friendliness to the old lines, because they 
are in the drift of public enterprise, tend 
to the upbuilding of the suburbs of the city, 
are great public conveniences, and in later 
years at least, have been operated by pub­ 


lic-spirited and responsible citizens, whose 
interests are common with those of the 
city. Let the Trustees take care that they 
do i ot, in giving ear to the protests of the 
subscribers to the new line, place them­ 
selves in the attitude of attorneys for them, 
and that they do not lay themselves open 
to the charge of permitting municipal 
machinery to be used to further positions 
that have standing only in the Courts in 
actions for breach of contract. 
(suppose the company is forbidden to use 
horse power, and that in consequence the 
line is abandoned, the promoters forced 
into insolvency, or that the road is oper­ 
ated only at widely separated periods, and 
then with but a single car—what gain will 
have been made? Who will be benefited ? 
W ill capital be invited to the city thereby, 
and will the convenience of the general 
public be conserved ? These are the ques­ 
tions to be considered in this local tem­ 
pest. 
THE THREAT OF THE CANADIAN ROAD. 
President Smith, of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, says that last year 
the firm of which he is a member shipped 
to the Orient by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway over $2,000,000 worth of cotton 
goods. He estimates that of such oriental 
traffic the Canadian line last year carried 
over ninety per cent. This is a startling 
fact, and is alone sufficient to occasion 
among thoughtful Americans a great deal 
of uneasiness. 
The question is whether 
Americans will consent to see their own 
roads robbed of what is their legitimate 
business in order to foster the aggressive­ 
ness of a foreign corporation that has 
aptly been termed “The British Govern­ 
ment on wheels.” The Albany Journal of 
a recent date, considering the threat that 
this Canadian road is to American trans­ 
portation interests, says: 
This puwerlul Canadian rival ot our Pacific 
l’.iii s is coustantly increasing its grasping power 
and finding new feeders for its treasury. Its 
gross earnings last year, the second year of its 
operation of the whole line, were '$13,195,535, 
and its operating expenses $9,324,760; and the 
result shows a surplus over fixed interest charges 
of <326,423. The ioad is in a fair way to increase 
tins trom both financial columns; first, by in­ 
creasing its business from the States, and 'sec­ 
ondly, by the Act obtained by the company 
at the last session of Parliament, providing for 
the conversion of existing obligations into per- 
jietual debenture 4 per cent, stock, by which a 
good annual reduction of interest w'ill be ef­ 
fected. Of the original Government grant of 
25,0í¡0,000 acres, the company holds ufarly 
15.000.000 still unsold, and has acquired through 
the purchase of the Manitoba Southern road 
l.S'O.OOO acres more, valued at $4 54 per acre, 
aud on which there is a lieu due the Govern­ 
ment of Manitoba of S8$4,*73. i he question of 
latid sales will largely effect the value of the 
road; ana the estim ite ot the Monties! Oazeile, 
which is, of course, a friend to the Canadian 
Pacific, is that these lands are worth no less than 
855.000.000. It is worth while to notice the local 
feeders that this road is acquiring in order to 
secure a maintenance from our Territory. The 
connections at the Fault Ste. Marie, or “Soo." 
with the roads from Minneapolis and Duluth 
were completed this spring; and the completion 
of the Short Line to the maritime provinces 
will be effected within two months. Aside 
from the Detroit extension, “a branch is build­ 
ing in British Columbia, the link in a chain of 
railway connections along the Pacific Coast 
from the Canadian Pacific to the Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia." President Yati Horne in his recent 
report says that few connections aie now neces­ 
sary to complete the system, the "most im­ 
portant being between Toronto and Hamilton. 
Hamilton aud Niagara Falls, and Hamilton and 
Woodstock. All these lines arc now in comtern- 
plation and have received subsidies from the 
Dominion Parliament.” Also, there is in con­ 
templation the construction of a line to Dundee 
to connect with the Rome, Watertown aud Og- 
densbnrg Railway. 


I n its decision in the Grand Trunk 
Railway case, where the road contended 
that the Interstate Commerce Commission 
had nothing to do with rates on goods 
shipped from the United States to points 
in Canada, the < ’-ommision said that to 
admit that would divert from American 
to foreign lines most of the exixirt and 
import business with Canada. That is 
true, hut how much mQre dangerous to 
American transcontinental lines of rail­ 
way is the contention of the New England 
end of the country, that it has the right to 
ship from an American qphat to an Amer­ 
ican place over the C*ia»au{lditcific Rail­ 
way, without interfere»*. W ith such a 
competitor as the Canadian Pacific, enor­ 
mously subsidized, non tax-paying and 
hacked by the Govenituent of Great 
Britain, no American róad can possibly 
compete for through traffic. The result 
must he, if such competí Bon is conserved, 
to saddle upon local trlffie the cost of 
maintaining the trans-coltinental roads, 
which in effect would miice the people of 
the United States pay a liavy tax for the 
support of a foreign railway. 


Mr. W illia m W alterPitE LPshasdone 
himself credit and proved that he is a man 
of sense in refusing to be banqueted and 
honored on account of his services as a 
Samoan Commissioner, unless his col­ 
leagues in the Commission are included, 
and as they are still in Europe, and there­ 
fore cannot lie entertained, he declines to 
permit any soft soap to he poured over 
him. Even if the Commissioners were all 
here it would be of doubtful propriety to 
make public demonstration over them. 
They have done their duty, presumably, 
and their reward is in the sense of that 
performance, and the acknowledgment 
Congress will make, should it approve 
their action, and, until it does, it is well 
to make no public demonstration. 
A w i f e in Maryland consented to a sur­ 
gical operation for cancer and died, as a 
result. Her husband brought suit for her 
loss on the ground that he did not consent 
to the operation and that such consent was 
necessary. The Court of Appeals holds that 
the consent of the patient only was re­ 
quired; by which we are given to under­ 
stand that in this day and age of enlight­ 
enment the claim of the husband to con­ 
trol the wife in the medical treatment of 
her body, cannot be enforced as it once 
could, when the wife was a little more 
than a chattel ot the husband. 


T h e American Analyst assures us that 
the use of horseflesh for food is growing. 
Hipnophagists are not very plentiful in 
the Unite.! States, yet there are a few, 
and horseflesh is sold in New York and in 
several cities of this continent for their 
food. The law, as in England, should 
comjiel dealers in meats to plainly mark 
horseflesh as such. Since the horse is a 
cleanly animal, far stqierior in that respect 
to the hog or to fowls, why should not his 
flesh be good food ? 
A New Y ork hotel proprietor has had 
a lion painted life-size and by a thoroughly 
competent artist. It is so placed that its 
eyes can lie illuminated by electric lights, 
and in front of it are to lie fixed iron bars, 
to simulate the ap;iearance of a cage. 
Commenting upon the effect, a New York 
critic speaks of it as “realism in art.” It 
is not. It is prostitution of art, and is to 
lie ranked no higher than stage tricks and 
efleets with pasteboard scenery and de­ 
ceptive flats. 
T h e Indianapolis Journal lately said 
that a State that hugs the lottery to its 
bosom is not likely to be shocked at a 
prize fight. The outcome iu New Orleat s 
proved that the Journal was right. Sulli­ 
van and Kilraiti could have fought in 
Louisiana and would not have been dis­ 
turbed.

OPENING OF THE NEW INSTITUTION 
IN CHICO. 


Brief Synopsis of the Coarse of Instruc­ 
tion Pursued in the State Nor­ 
m al Schools.

The Slate Normal School at Chico is 
nearing completion, and will be opened 
for the admission ot pupils September 3d. 
The building, which is finely situated on 
grounds donated by General Bidwell near 
his home, is admirably planned and con­ 
structed. The double brick walls make 
the building cool during the heated period, 
and dry in damp weather. The rooms are 
large, airy and well ventilated. 
The Board of Trustees have been fortu­ 
nate in securing as members of the Faculty 
teachers who are prominent public and 
normal school workers. 
The library and laboratory will be fitted 
up to meet all the requirements of practical 
work. 
The curriculum, adopted at a joint meet­ 
ing of the Normal School Boards of 
the State, embraces a regular course of 
three years and a post-graduate course of 
one year. In both courses especial atten­ 
tion will be given to the methods of teach­ 
ing, the science and history of pedagogy 
and psychology. 
ADMISSION. 
For admission to the junior class the 
following qualifications are requisite; 1. 
Age, 16 years. 2. A valid certificate, State 
or county, of any grade, or a diploma of 
graduation from some county grammar or 
public high school in the State. 3. Appli­ 
cants iuay also be admitted on examina­ 
tion. They must present certificates of 
good moral character and pass an examina­ 
tion in spelliug, reading, geography, arith­ 
metic and grammar. 
They must be able to spell correctly most 
of the words in the California State Speller, 
to read with ease and intelligence and to 
write legibly. 
In lauguage, they must be able to analyze 
sentences; give the office, construction, and 
classification of the parís of speech; to 
properly use capital letters and the marks 
of punctuation: and to speak and write 
good English. 
In geography, they must have a definite 
knowledge of the physical features of the 
globe and its political divisions; also an in­ 
telligent idea of the animal, vegetable and 
mineral productions of each continent, and 
the industries of its people. 
In mathematics, they must understand 
and be able to apply readily all of the prin­ 
ciples of arithmetic. 
Pupils will be admitted to the middle 
year only after passing a rigid examination 
in the work of the junior year. 
Much instruction will be given during 
the junior year in methods of teaching the 
several subjects pursued, and experience 
has showed that those who take this work 
in our normal schools make the best teach­ 
ers.The object of the school is distinctively 
to train students for the work of teaching 
in the public schools of the State. 
Applicants for admission will, therefore, 
be required to make and sign the following 
declaration: “I hereby declare that my 
purpose in entering the school is to fit my­ 
self for teaching, and that I intend to teach 
in the public schools of the State of Cali­ 
fornia.” 
A deposit fee of $•"> is made with the 
school, to be refunded on leaving, if all 
library books have been returned, and 
there are no charges for injury to reference 
books, building or apparatus. 
e x p e n s e s. 
Tuition is free. Board in private fami­ 
lies may be had for $20 per month. Fur­ 
nished rooms may be had at a moderate 
price by those wishing to board themselves. 
All stationery needed for school use will 
be furnished by the school. 
Students furnish their own books, and 
are at a slight expense for materials used 
iu chemical experiments. 
BOARDERS AND BOARDING. 
All pupils in any department of the 
school, who do not room or board with 
their parents or legal guardians, shall be 
considered as boarders, and shall be subject 
to the following rules: 
1. Before securing boardlng-places, pu­ 
pils must consult with the Principal or 
Preceptress, ami they will be permitted to 
board only in families approved by the 
Faculty. 
2. Ladies and gentlemen will not be al­ 
lowed to board in the same house. 
3. Permission must in every case be ob­ 
tained from the teacher in charge, when 
pupils desire to board in families where 
boarders are taken who are not connected 
with the school. 
4. Brothers and sisters shall be allowed 
together, provided there are no other board­ 
ers in the same house. 
ADVICE TO THOSE ABOUT TO ESTEB THE 
SCHOOL. 
1. Examine the courseof study carefully, 
and decide how much of the work you 
thoroughly understand. 
2. As there will be no time to make up 
back studies, do not be anxious to enter 
advanced classes. Four fifths of the teach­ 
er! of the State labor in primary grades; 
therefore, if anything must be left undone’ 
do not let it be the training in the ele­ 
mentary work of the junior year. 
3. Obtain a letter from your County Su­ 
perintendent, if possible, nominating you 
for the position. This will be all the rec­ 
ommendation you require. 
1. Bring with you, as useful for study or 
reference, all the text-books you have. 
5. All pupils entering the Normal School 
should come with the sole purpose of pre 
paring for the profession of teaching, and 
should evince a constant willingness to 
comply with all requirements tending to 
this end. Those who are not actuated by 
this purpose, or do not feel a willingness to 
work and a determination to excel, should 
seek an education elsewhere. 
We earnestly request the Conntv Super­ 
intendents and friends of edueatio'n in the 
northern part of the State to help us in 
building up this school If a lively interest 
is taken in it; if those who wish to make 
good teachers of themselves will enter some 
one of its departments, it will soon have a 
marked influence on the character of the 
public schools of our part of the State. 
Teachers who have a vacation of a few 
weeks or months will be welcome to enter 
any of the classes, either to observe the 
work or to pursue special subjects. In this 
way they may be able to carry away some­ 
thing that will benefit their schools. 
Brief synopsis ot the course of instruc­ 
tion pursued in the Normal Schools of the 
State. This may be slightly modified to 
meet the needs of the Chico school: 
JUNIOR YEAR. 
Language—Spelling, word analysis and 
English grammar. 
Mathematics—Arithmetic. 
Science—Political geography with map- 
drawing, physical geography and botany. 
Miscellaneous—Reading, literature, pen­ 
manship, vocal music, drawiDg and calis­ 
thenics. 
Professional—Methods of teaching geog­ 
raphy, primary arithmetic and language. 
MIDDLE YEAR. 
Language—Com posit ion. 
Mathematics—Bookkeeping and algebra. 
Science—Zoology, physiology and phys­ 
ics.Miscellaneous—Literary reading, history 
of the United Slates, civil government, 
school law, morals and manners, drawing, 
vocal music and calisthenics. 
Professional—Language methods, read­ 
ing methods and school economy. 
SENIOR YEAR. 
Language—Rhetoric and literature. 
Mathematics—Geometry. 
Science—Chemimry aud mineralogy. 
Miscellaneous—Vocal music and per­ 
spective drawing. 
Professional—Methods and reviews, ped­ 
agogy, lectures on school economy and 
teaching in training school. 
POST GRADUATE YEAR. 
Language—Latin and study of English 
masterpieces. 
Mathematics—Advanced algebra, solid 
and spherical geometry and trigonometry. 
Science—Geology and astronomy. 
Miscellaneous—General history, political 
economy.

A Catliolic College W here Pupils of All 
Denominations are Taught. 
Our neighboring town of Woodland pos­ 
sesses, among its other worthy institutions, 
the academy above mentioned—an institu­ 
tion conducted by the Sisters of the Holy 
Cross, an order noted in the Eastern States 
for their success in the education and prep­ 
aration of young ladies for the responsibili­ 
ties and duties of life and society. The 
headquarters, so to speak, of this Order, is 
at Notre Dame, Ind., with numerous 
branches, throughout the country. The 
one at Woadlamt is the only one under the 
auspices of the Sisters of the Holy Cross 
iu California, aud was established’ three 
years ago. 
The seminary is religious in character, 
and the inculcation of the principles of 
Christianity and morality is made a pri­ 
mary object, the religious exercises being 
according to the ritual of the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church. The curriculum includes all 
branches of study, and children of all ages 
are admitted, including boys under twelve 
years, as day scholars. 
The Academy is conducted on the broad 
and liberal principles of modern Chris­ 
tianity ; and though a thoroughly Catholic 
one, the religious opinions of pupih are re­ 
spected, and no attempt at proselyteism is 
made. Young ladies of all denominations 
are admitted to the Academy, and attend­ 
ance at Divine worship in the college 
chapel, or at classes of religious instruction, 
is not required of non-Catholics. Special 
classes are formed for the instruction of 
children of Catholic parents in Christian 
doctrines and the duties of their religion. 
The aim of the Order of the Sisters of the 
Holy Cross is to so educate yotmg ladies 
that on entering the world they mav be mor­ 
ally and intellectually equipped to take 
their places in any station of life to which 
they may be called, and thesystem adopted 
at St Mary’s Academy is identical with 
that of the mother house at Notre Dame, 
Indiana, and the result of long years of ex­ 
perience. 
Phonography, type-writing, painting, 
drawing, sketching, music, etc , form part 
of the especial studies that pupils may take, 
if desired. 
COGGIN’S PITIFUL STORY. 
He Dared Not Resist tlie Order «r the 
Musicians* Union. 
The testimony of Isaac Coggin, Band­ 
master of the Second Artillery, before the 
court-martial in San Francisco was a splen­ 
did illustration of the oppression of the Musi­ 
cians’ Union. He practically acknowledged 
his guilt and then threw himself upon the 
mercy of the Court, his excuse being that 
he would be ruined if he performed his 
duty and disobeyed the order of the Union. 
He said: 
“ My reasons for not parading on the 
Fourth weie these : I have a little house 
and lot on which there is a mortgage of 
$1 000, which if not paid will forfeit ray 
property. My sight is threatened. This 
business caused me a great deal of uneasi­ 
ness. I went to the Fourth of July Com­ 
mittee and showed them that I was like a 
man crushed between two forces. I do not 
remember that Colonel Macdonald said to 
me that I must positively turn ont. I 
went to him as a friend and be told me to 
do my best. There was one thing I had to 
consider more terrible than a boycott, and 
that was that I had gone back on union 
principles and I would not be able to get 
anyone to play tor me. My band would 
break up, and in my old age I would have 
to start all over again. I saw all my work 
vanishing, and I thought it was due to my 
invalid wife not to parade. I would have 
turned out with a musket if they would let 
me.”

THE NEW MINING DISTRICT. 
An Old Sacramentan Tells What is Going 
On at Alamo. 
Alam o (Lower Cal.), July 3, 1SS9. 
E ds. R ecord-Union : It is with pleasure 
that I embrace this opportunity to send you 
news relative to Camp Alamo, the new 
mining district of Lower California, and 
the new “Eldorado ’ of the Southwest. 
I have been here since the excitement 
first commenced, and I have seen this camp 
grow from a little settlement of five or six 
people into a thrifty town of over 2 000 
people. And while like all other mining 
camps it has had its ups and downs, it has 
steadily increased in population and pros­ 
perity. The “tenderfeet” and kickers have 
all dropped out, as is natural—and the men 
who are here now are here to stay. They 
have confidence in the district on account 
of its rich quartz resources. 
There are 
miners here who were in California in ’49, 
others who have followed mining in Col­ 
orado, Utah, Arizona, New Mexico. South 
America, Australia and Alaska, and one 
and all say that this is the richest quartz 
region they ever saw, and that it’s only a 
question of time when the whole world 
will acknowledge the fact. Of course, time 
and timeagain there have been rumors and 
rumors of rich gold finds in Lower Cali­ 
fornia, which, upon investigation, proved 
"fakes,” and this has prejudiced the people 
of the United Slates against taking any 
stock in anything which hails from Baja 
California. But the time has come when 
they will soon have to admit that some­ 
thing great can come from Mexico, as the 
authorities of old did, that somethin»- good 
could come out of Nazareth. And the peo­ 
ple at large, especially those contiguous to 
San Francisco, will find that they made a 
great mistake when they allowed the 
prevailing prejudices against mining in 
Mexico to influence their judgment. Thev 
will also And that where they could have 
hurried the prosperity of this camp by the 
investment of a little capital, that the 
camp will win out on its own merits and 
establish a solid financial reputation, be­ 
cause there are at least two hundred miners 
here who have claims with ore on their 
dumps which will range in value from 
$500 to $20,000, and as soon as the custom 
quartz mills get running, which are now 
being erected, there will be plenty of money 
in circulation, and Alamo will stand on her 
own solid financial basis. 
At present there is one five-stamp mill 
running, owned by S. H. Butler, of San 
Diego. The Torres Mining and Milling 
Company will start its ten stamp mill on 
Monday next. It will crush the ore of the 
company’s own leads, and will also do cus­ 
tom work for other people. 
The Alamo Mining and Milling Com­ 
pany have a twenty-stamp Huntington mill 
on its way here from San Francisco, and 
Mr. Sutherland, the International Com­ 
pany’s engineer, went to San Francisco last 
Saturday with carte blanche from the com­ 
pany to purchase any kind of a mill he 
saw fit with which to reduce the ores of 
the company’s mines, and also do custom 
work. 
At this writing over 225 mines have been 
denounced, and the assessment work Uas 
been done on the majority of them. The 
Government has given possession to 25 
mines, whose owners have complied with 
the legal requirements up to date, and 
many others are hurrying up to qualify. 
The grave question which has disturbed 
the miners has been the cost and scarcity 
ot timber in this region; but that has been 
happily solved, for at a distance of twenty- 
five miles from the Alamo is a pine dis­ 
trict. It is, in fact, the back bone of the 
peninsula. 
It embraces a space about 
ninety miles in length, ranging from fifteen 
to twenty-five miles in width, which is 
covered with the finest kind of pine tim­ 
ber, varying ail the way from one to five 
feet in diameter. 
This district is owned by the Interna­ 
tional Company, and it is now laying out a 
wagon road from Alamo to the pineries, 
and has sent one of its officers—Mr. James 
Randau—to San Francisco to purchase a 
sawmill, which will be used to make the 
timber of the pineries marketable. It now 
costs the International Company to place 
timber in the Alamo, brought from San 
Diego, using its own steamers to Ensenada 
and its own teani3 to freight it to Alamo, 
$85 per 1,000 feet. Front the new timber 
district it is estimated that the best kind of 
timber and lumber can be delivered here 
for sale at $50 per 1,000 feet (Mexican 
money). 
The International Company, I am in­ 
formed, propose to take a broad view of 
this question and wilt do all it can to aid 
and encourage the miners to develop their 
ledges, and will sell timber at its actual 
cost, because it kuows that the success of 
its other enterprises in Lower California is 
largely contingent on the successful devel­ 
opment of its mineral resources. I am 
also informed that a party of capitalists 
/rom San Bernardino have made a pur­ 
chase of several hundred acres from the 
company in the pine district, and they, 
too, will s'art a lumber icdustry with the 
Alamo for a market. 
All ¡edges which have been stink on up 
to this date have improved upon develop­ 
ment, and I can conscientiously say that 
if this camp wa9 anywhere but in Mexico 
that instead of 2 000 people being here there 
would be 20,000, 
One more th iD g I want to say, and that 
is, that it is an unprecedented fact that 
there ha9 been better order, better peace 
aud less disturbance here than in anv m in­ 
ing camp or mining excitement that has 
been started on the Western frontier. 
His Excellency, Governor Torres, is a 
broad-minded, liberal, intelligent man, 
and does all he can to act fair and square 
with everybody, whether he be American, 
European, Asiatic, African or Mexican. 
To-morrow will be the Fourth of July, 
and I he Americans of Alamo propose to 
celebrate the day in a manner which will 
be a credit to the great country they repre­ 
sent. The Governor and the balance of 
the Mexican officials have been inviied to 
participate, an invitation which has been 
accepted, and to-morrow the representa­ 
tives of the two republics will celebrate in 
unity and harmony the day upon which 
the foundation of the greatest republic 
whieh exists was laid, and for that day the 
stars and stripes will wave above the new 
El Dorado of the great Southwest.

REPORTS SHOW JUKE TO HAVE HAD 
A LOW MORTALITY RATE. 


F a c ts fo r W h ic h C a lifo rn ia n s S h o u ld b e 


D u ly G ra te fu l—U se ful H in ts to 


P a r e n ts a n d O th e rs. 


At the m onthly meeting of the State 
Board of H ealth, held last evening at the 
residence of Secretary G. G. Tyrrell, the 
following report of the latter was read re­ 
garding the sanitary condition of 
the 
State: 
Reports received from eighty towns, with 
an estimated population of 728,700. gives a 
total m ortality of 854, which is a percent­ 
age of 1.17 per 1,000 in the m onth, or an 
annual m ortality of 14 04, which is an ex­ 
ceptionally small death rate, and indicates 
how little serious sickness was present 
w ithin the State during the m onth of Jane. 
Thermic fever, or heat apoplexy, is cred­ 
ited with causing two deaths in Stockton, 
The particulars of these cases were not re­ 
ceived. No other deaths from this cause 
e reported w ithin the State. 
Reports of sickness received from ninety- 
four localities throughout the State indicate 
that a m inim um am ount of disease pre­ 
vailed during the m onth of June. A l­ 
though the report of the Signal Service 
declares that the mean tem perature of the 
m onth was above the average, its effects 
were not manifested by any great in ­ 
crease in the num ber of cases of bowel dis­ 
orders reported. 
It is, however, very 
doubtful if an increase of tem perature has. 
of itself, that m arked effect upon internal 
derangem ents that is so popularly ascribed 
to it. The state of the weather in its rela­ 
tion to health is in a great measure gov­ 
erned by the local conditions surrounding 
us. If they are bad, and need only an in ­ 
crease ot heat to develop those poisonous 
emanations which are hidden under a lower 
tem perature in all decaying and decom­ 
posing anim al and vegetable m atter, then 
will sickness increase, bowel 
disorders 
flourish and the warm weather be unjustly 
blamed for w hat our foresight should have 
prevented. If before the warm days and 
nights come upon us we would see that our 
cities, towns, v llages and dwellings were 
properly cleaned and divested of all possi­ 
ble sources of corruption—that our drink­ 
ing water was pure and our air untainted 
by hum an filth, then even extremes of 
tem perature would have very little ellect in 
endangering or shortening our lives. 
We find cholera infantum noticed in 
Redding, 
Biggs, 
K nights 
Ferry, Lodi, 
lone, 
Anderson, Antioch, 
Grass 
V al­ 
ley, Fresno, Pomona, W oodland, Sacra­ 
mento, San Diego, San Bernardino and San 
Francisco. The disease was in a sporadic 
form, and could be traced in most instances 
to errors in diet. In one case in which 
death occurred in less than fifteen hours, it 
was undoubtedly due to tvrotoxicou devel­ 
oped in m ilk while standing in an insani­ 
tary cellar for several hours. 
We have no 
doubt that many infantile deaths are caused 
in this way which are wholly preventable 
by care and the exercise of common sense. 
Diarrhoea and dysentery were reported 
as quite prevalent in a large num ber of 
localities. 
Varicefla, or chicken-pox, was noticed in 
_ few towns in sporadic form. Dr. A. C. 
Keating, in San Bernardino, reports sm all­ 
pox as raging in Albuquerque, New Mex­ 
ico. This is getting the disease quite close 
to our southern border, and will probably 
need an Inspector on the line, if the report 
is confirmed. 
Diphtheria and croup continue to be 
mentioned in our reports. The prevention 
of the spread of these diseases is an object 
which should engage the 
attention of 
H ealth Boards and Health Officers through­ 
out the State. W ithout tbe greatest vigi­ 
lance on their part the disease will con­ 
tinue to enlarge our m ortality lists, and 
cast reflection upon our sanitary progress. 
Nurses and physicians attending diphthe­ 
ritic patients should avoid, as far as pos­ 
sible, the infection of their persons and 
clothing, several cases having been recorded 
of the conveyance of the poison by those 
parties, they themselves rem aining well. 
Where diphtheria is 
prevalent parents 
should daily inspect the throats of their 
children before sending them to school, 
and if any sign of inflam mation appears 
they should be kept, at home, as it is these 
cases of so-called "w alking diphtheria,” or 
mild diphtheria, that are the most common 
sources of propagating the disease, being 
allowed to mingle with other children, 
drink from the same cup, plav with the 
same toys, and even kiss each other, w ith­ 
out fear of consequences. No p a re n tis 
justified in sending the children to school 
when infectious ditease is present in their 
house, no m atter what its character. 
The discovery by Professor Afanassjew 
that whooping-cough depended upon a 
specific Gacciilus has brought the disease 
within the category of those that are pre­ 
ventable, or, at all events, of those that are 
amenable iu a measure to specific treat­ 
m ent ; 
hence, the relief experienced by 
those children exposed to the sulphurous 
fumes about gas works, and the treatm ent 
by certain antiseptic drugs ; in the near 
future we hope science will give us com­ 
plete control of this, one of the most fatal 
diseases of infancy.

whole m atter is the result of a business 
m isunderstanding on the part of Bull & 
Grant and that it will be speedlv rectified 
to-day when the case conies up in the P o­ 
lice Court. The sum said to be involved is 
but little over $100.

A . R . circular against the railroads was 
form ulated to-day, and will be officially 
prom ulgated to-m orrow . 
It states th at 
afier a long-contiuued effort on th e part of 
a large num ber of th e D epartm ent Com ­ 
m anders of th e G rand A rm y of the R epub­ 
lic, supplem ented by earnest appeals to 
railroad officials, th e G. A. R. has failed to 
secure to th e old soldiers th e custom ary 
rate of o ne cent per m ile to th e N ational 
E ncam pm ent. 
T he circular recites th e fact th at a half 
rate of one cent per m ile or ¡ess has re­ 
cen tly been granted to other organizations, 
a n d states th a t th e refusal of railroads to 
give th is rate to veterans of the late w ar is 
an u n ju st discrim ination against the G. A. 
R . 
C oncurrently the D epartm ent C om m and­ 
ers of various States requested all com rades 
“ as a m atter ot sell-respect an d self-defense 
an d love of th eir order, to forgo th e antici­ 
pated pleasure of m eeting th eir com rades 
a t th e N atiooai E ncam pm ent by rem aining 
a t hom e. 
O nly those attending who were 
d u ly elected delegates or ex-officio m em ­ 
b ers of the E ncam pm ent. 
Let us in a dig­ 
nified and resolute m an n er resent this 
great injustice so ught to be m eted out to 
old soldiers by railroad m anagers.” 
T h e circular concludes by recom m end­ 
in g th e organization of county and district 
reu n io n s th roughout the various depart­ 
m en ts iu order th at every old soldier may 
be given an opportunity to m eet his com 
rades around th e cam p-fire in gladsom e re­ 
u n io n . 


DAKOTA'S CONSTITUTION. 


M em orial Sent to P re sid e n t H a rriso n R e ­ 
g ard in g m in e ral E n trie s. 
Sioux F alls (D ak.), Ju ly 11th.—In the 
C onstitutional Convention to-<lav it was 
proposed to m em orialize the P resident to 
suspend the m ineral entries upon school 
lands near large cities u n til th e State is or­ 
ganized and can defend its rights thereto. 
In som e cases it was found there was a 
strong opposition to th is on th e ground 
th a t th e ordinary operation of law is suffi­ 
cient to prevent such Iraud, and th at to ask 
th e P resident to suspend an entire class of 
en tries w as equivalent to petitioning him 
to do the sam e th in g w hich resulted in 
su c h bitter denunciation 
of Cleveland’s 
L an d C om m issioner, Sparks. 
D espite th ese considerations, however, 
th e m em orial was adopted by a vote of 32 
to 2!t. 
All the opposition to th e reference 
o f every part of the C onstitution of 1885 to 
a n appropriate com m ittee was w ithdraw n, 
n o tw ith stan d in g Ihe strong opposition of 
th e day previous. 
A petition was received from the M etho­ 
dist M inisters’ A ssociation of southeastern 
D akota, asking th e C onvention to provide 
safeguards for an honest election on the 
C onstitution, an d also that the vote on 
.State officers aud th e tem porary location of 
th e Stale C apital be taken at different tim es 
th an th at of th e C onstitution.

S ta te —Lively C ontest A n ticip ated . 
B ismarck (D ak.), Ju ly 11th.—T he stan d ­ 
in g com m ittees ot the C onstitutional Con­ 
v en tio n were announced by th e President 
to-day. 
T here ure tw enty-three com m it­ 
tees, of w hich the D em ocrats receive the 
C h airm an sh ip s o f three. 
Mr. Jo hnson is m ade C hairm an of th e 
C orporations Com m ittee, and it is w orthy 
o f notice th at he is classed am ong th e so- 
called anti-railroad people. 
H e proposes 
perfect justice to all corp rations. 
T he C hairm an of the C om m ittee on T em ­ 
perance, Mr. H ughes, is pronounced in 
favor of a constitutional prohibition, aud a 
m ajority of the com m ittee have the sam e 
view .

•with McDow, and w ho tu rn ed ’his escape 
from th e gallow s in to an excuse for ten d er­ 
in g him an ovation. 
fciome peojde w ho had a loathing for the 
m an w anted th e m atter dropped, and to 
h ave McDow perm itted to go about as if he 
h ad not killed C aptain Dawson, and this 
course w ould very probably have been p u r­ 
sued if McDow had acted as if he w ere a 
m an possessed o f o rdinary good sense. H e 
seem s, how ever, to im agine th at he is a 
privileged character. 
A high brick wall div id ís th e hack law n 
of th e residence of th e late C aptain Dawson 
from M cDow’s yard. 
T he piazza of the 
second story of M cDow’s house overlooks 
C aptain Daw son’s law n. 
M rs. Dawson 
w as w alking on th e grass of h er law n yes­ 
terd ay afternoon, w hen she heard w histling 
•and other noises to attract h er attention. 
S h e looked up an d saw McDow standing 
on his piazza, doing everything he could to 
attract her notice. 
She w ent into the 
house and closed th e door. 
SPYING ON THE BACKYARD. 
McDow had been sitting on th e piazza of 
th e first floor of his house w ith his wife 
an d father-inlaw . 
He left them and went 
upstairs wLere they could not see him . H e 
rem ained on th e end of his upper piazza 
afier Mrs 
Dawson had retired, still look­ 
in g over into the D aw son yard. 
Ha was soon rew arded by the appearance 
o f C aptain D aw son's daughter, a pretty 
g irl of 14 
H e again began his w histling 
an d coughing. 
She saw w ho it was and 
ra n into the house. 
H e th en took a sm all stone and pitched 
it in the window of the F rench m a id s 
room . 
She looked out to see w hat it was, 
a n d saw McDow m otioning aud w histling 
a t her. 
8he drew her head in at once, 
very m uch frightened. 
A POLICEMAN SENT POR. 
H is condoct was so outrageous th at Mrs. 
D aw son had a policem an sent to her resi­ 
dence to prevent further insults. 
It w ill be rem em bered th at there was a 
sm a ll braise on McDow s head the day 
th at he killed Captain Dawson. 
T hat 
bruise has been explained. 
T he m orning 
o f the killing, w hile attending the sick 
ch ild of a lady, he is said to have m ade 
im p ro p er proposals to her. 
She, so the 
story goes, secured h er absent h usband’s 
pistol and was about to m ake short work 
o f McDow w hen he fled, and in his h u rry 
to get out of th e house h it his head on the 
-door-facing.

O ne of the m ost im p o rtan t features of 
this great racing squabble w ill be th e fu­ 
ture relations ot H aggin and th e D w yers.
